In claim 22, line 1, "The system" has been changed to --The vehicle washing system--. 
In claim 26, line 1, "The system" has been changed to —The vehicle washing system--. 
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In claim 27, line 1, "The system" has been changed to —The vehicle washing system--. 
In claim 28, line 1, "The system" has been changed to -The vehicle washing system--. 
Claims 1 1-15 to the non-elected invention have been cancelled without prejudice to 
Applicant's right to file a divisional application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2/7, 18-22, and 25-28 would be allowable because there is no teaching or 
suggestion in the prior art of a vehicle washing system comprising the combination of a coating 
application apparatus applying coating formulation to the vehicle and a water sheet application 
apparatus applying a continuous sheet of water onto the coating formulation to effect a coating 
solution, the application apparatus including a chemical injection device to inject carnauba wax 
into a water supply for the continuous sheet of water. 

Claims 3/4, 5, and 8-10 would be allowable because there is no teaching or suggestion in 
the prior art of a vehicle washing system comprising the combination of a coating application 
apparatus applying coating formulation onto the vehicle and a water sheet application apparatus 
applying a sheet of water onto the coating formulation applied to the vehicle to create a coating 
solution, the water sheet application apparatus including a tank structure, a water supply and a 
weir attached to said tank structure. 

Claim 6 would be allowable because there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of 
a vehicle washing system comprising the combination of a coating application apparatus 
applying coating formulation onto a vehicle and a water sheet application apparatus applying a 
continuous sheet of water onto the coating formulation applied to the vehicle to create a coating 
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solution, the water sheet application apparatus including a chemical injection device to inject a 
surfactant, a dye and an optical brightening agent into a water supply for said continuous sheet of 
water.
